With Austrian Censorship 

In Aug 1915, subject was posted to the Censorship in VIENNA with the 
rank of officer oadot. In Dec of the same year, he v/as placed in Abt M 
vdiich was conoenied with the censorsliiiJ of the correspondence of P/W in 
Austrian hands. Considerable order of battle information was obtained 
from this source, in particular by forging additions to p/j*s letters 
addressed to military locations: in these additions tho addressee was 

asked to say viiore he vms and to give other information likely to be 
of use to the Austrians, and this liict v/ith considox*ftble success. 

Subject had not long been in this department before he suocoeded in 
inf ozmirg tho Italians of the situation by means of an acquaintance 
(name forgotten) who was in possession of a Greek passport and t^io was 
travelling to ITAIY. Subsequently, the Italian Censorship tightened up 
its methods. Subject claims that he Y/as inspired to do this by patriotic 
feelings to\7ards IT ALY and that his career startod v^ith this period. 

Early in 1916, subject met the Canmcrcial Attache at the Roumanian 
Bmbassy collod GANDIANI, v^io introduced iiim to the Roumanian Military 
Attache, STIRCER Traiano. STIRCEIl agreed to pass to the Italian 
Military Attache in ROUMANIA information received from subject. Subject 
furnished through this chruinel a copy of the Austrian Order of Battle of 
the Italian Army and also nows of the attack on TiUilliTO planned by the 
Austrians. Ho -was dismissed from the Censorship in Jul 1916, probably 
because his activities were suspected, and ho was sent back to the 
military depot at LAlffiACH. Ho pleaded that he was unfit for combatant 
duties and he remained at the depot, visiting VIENNA from time to time 
on escort duties and on leave; on these occasion, lie continued to 
maintain contact with STIRCE^i to whom he passed information on troop 
movements, etc., vdiich he had been able to pick up. 
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8 . In Aug 1916 , STIRCEK told subject that ROUMAJHA was about to doolaro 

war on AUSIRIA and he told subject to make contact with AillNAl', Counsollor 
at the Chilean Legation, and with Alan Lindsay BRIGGS, U,^. Kilitory 
Attache, saying tliat these two would arrange for information to bo passed 
on to ITAL2C. Subject continued to supply information as before to 
AWINAI until his tenrporary departure from VIENIiA in Dec; subject then 
iKade contact with BRIGGS, 

Imprisonment: contact with C2DCH underground movemont 

9* At beg 1917> ALOISI of the Italian 1,3. sent an Argentinian of German 

origin called PORI VON LEHSIDE to VIENJIA v/ith the sum of 50,000 lire to 
give to subject for hie work. Subject refxised to accept payment until 
after the war, Ydieroijpon VON lEHLIIiE! denounced subject to the Austrian 
authorities and spent the 50,000 lire on himself together with 20,000 
lire reward for the denunciation. As the result of this, subject was 
arrested on 7 Peb 1917 and placed in gaol. During his iji 5 )risonment, 
subject met certain members of the Czech underground movement. 3ub joct 

vras released in Sep 1917 as there was no evidence for a trilxl and ho 
returned to IiAMSACH, He resumed his contact v/ith ANIKAT who had returned 
to VIENNA and he also made contact with memberB of the Czech underground . 
movement including KLOPAC, VSVEiaCA, STEPAItEK and BIEEEDT who -were working 
for Czech independence. The oo;a:icr for the movement was G0?/IBS of the 
Brazilian Legation and, at tills time, during G<^{EZ '5 absence, subject 
was able to furnish thcra with an introduction to ANBIAT. 

10. On 22 Dec 1917, subject was again arrested together ?dth his father, 

due to a denunciation by one of SIIRGEIR's agents 'ivhom subject had met in 
prison and vrith whom he had discussed future plans. Subject remained 
in^jrisoned imtil 3 Nov I 918 when he was released owing to the in 3 >ending 
capitulation of AUSTRIA and before proceedings had been taken against him. 
His father was released at the same time. On i^goining his freedom, 
subject v/ent first to PRAGUE -idiere he met his former friends of the Czech 
organisation. BXEBEi^T had been ai^pointed head of the newly formed 
Czech Police and, out of .recognition for subject *s services, he furnished 
subject with a Czech i>aBsi>ort, About end Kov 1918, subject returned 
to TRIESTE, in order to obtain payment from the Italian authorities for 
his services during the war; he enccu.ntered great opposition. 

11. Wiile at TRIESTE, subject met a Col PIN2I of the ITEO Dept (inform- 

azioni Territori Oocupati) of the Italian Foreign Office at AEBA2IA, and 
who was also OC ”1" Office of the Italian VI Arny. PBI2I sent subject 
on three occasions to ZAGREB to observe political currents in CROATIA, 

On the first two occasions, subject achieved nothiiig but on the third 
visit he met i/IAGEK and PREVADSTZ through an acquaintance in the Czech 
Legation. A secret partial plebiscite was held denumdlng the setting 
up of an independent Groat State v/ith the help of ITALY and subject was 
asked to report this to the Italians and to ask them to enter GRATIA 
by way of PIUMS. Subject duly reported this on his return but the matter 
was dropped, subject believes, at the instance of tho Italian Foreign 
Minister, SONl^IWI, Subject //as paid by FINZI for those exudations. 
Besides wanting to be paid for his viork during tho war, subject was 
anxious to be given official camploymont in intelligonce v/ork. 

12. Somo time in 1919, subject travelled to ROUMAiOA in ord^r to obtain 

proofs of his work during the v.rar v/hich ho obtained from the Italian 

■ Llilitarj^ Attache at BUGHAiEST, Gcu: PEIMIGO. Subject then returned to 
ITALY and presented the proofs to the authorities# Still during 1919, 
subject left TRIESTE and went to AUSTRIA wheix-- he lived for two years 
during which he did not interest himself in espionage. In Dec 1921, 
subject visited I^OME after a severe struggle, he succeeded in 

obtaining 000 (forty thousaiid) lire* from Col TlvDIAl»I of the >far 
)4inistry for his services during the v/or - TRDLAi'II made subject sign a 




receipt for 45^000 lire, retcdnirjg the oxtra 5,000 lire for his own 
use as subject supposes. After this, subject again retumed to VUSNllA 
■where he remained as before for anotiier stretch. In Oct 1922, subject 
paid another visit to HDHE to obtain payment from the liinistry of Marine 
for services rendered to that Ministr^^ during the war. After b or 9 
months * s'fcruggle with AIOI3I and Capt BELIAVITA of the liinistiy of 
Marine, subject evontuoUy reooi'vod 25,000 lire after he had gone to 
the length of obtaining on interview v/ith MUSSOLDJI on this account 
(subject’s only interview with the UJGB), In Aug 1923, subject returned 
to AUSTRIA, IXiring the year, he -wrote some articles for the paper 
"Voce di GOiOZIA". 



“Journalistic" activities 

, In the spring of 1924, subject made his mind to settle in ITALT 

and he went to ROME. Here he mot Baron VAI£i1TDK), Hoad of the Rress 
Dept of the Foreign Office, who gave him tho Job of reporting on foreign 
politioo-'dlplcmatio opinion of Italian domestic policy for which subject 
was paid 1,000 lire a month. In the spring of 1926, VAIENTINO introduced 
subject to larry RUE of the “CHICAGO TIZUJUI'IE" tAk) paid subject 2,000 liro 
a month, his duties being to locep tlic "CHICAGO TRIDUl^E" Correspondent au 
couront -with Italian domestic affairs. Subject was at tliis time also 
acting as correspondent for “ALFEIHZSirUHG", an Italian paper printed in 
German at BOLZANO and inspired bj- tiio Italian. Govt. In addition, subject 
•was given 1,000 lire a month by the Pross Office of the j.tinistiy of the 
Interior for confidential reports. 

Subject happened to mention one d£^'‘ in front of lAVIOOLI, the Vice 
Head of the Press Office in the Ministry of the Interior (who, unioiown 
to subject, was on informer of 3D.I CS) tliat PAilGIACCI’s brother liad 
criticised MUSSOLH^I. Later the sai^e day, subject was told by lAVIOOLI 
that he was to produce a written statement to that effect which ho did. 

This, ho dairas, contributed to FAIUKAOGI's tenporaiy fall from favour. 

As the result of this, subject was summoned by the head of tho Police, 

CRISPO MONCABA, who proposed that subject act os his informer on political 
matters at 1 , 000 lire a month. Two months after this, CRISPO iiSDNCABA 
lost his post as the result of LLICGLTrO's attempt on MUSSOLINI and he. 
was replaced by BOCCHINI in Sep 1926, for vdfcora subject continued to work. 

In Itoc 1926, subject learned from a woman acquaintance, EVANGELIST I 
Virginia (later married to a man called GARLOTTI), whwn he had mot 
through a Comnninist colled MQ'TOIiA, that BA1£0 and his . friends VA^re 
hatching a plot to depose 'the Iving, Subject infoxmed BOCCHII'fl and it 
was agreed to pay the v/omon 1,000 lire a day to continue to supply informa- 
tion, Subject also mentioned the matter to lAVIOOLI T/ho informed SIM 
CS but did not soy that BOCQilNI had been informed. At the same time, 
MENBOLA, who had also loomed of the matter through EVAl'fGELISTI, vals 
arrested and told his interrogators everj^hing. Subject’s mistress at 
that tlme,POPESCHI-MOHTI Bice, had kept a diary in vAich she referred to 
the plot £xnd this diary vtss stolen at the sar.w time by a Preemason acquaiiit- 
once of hers vixo gave it to Gen, CITTADIIII, ADC to the Iving, Since the 
Fascist Ministers had been waiting on events, and since the matter came 
to the King’s ears by \inorthodcoc channels, there a political upheaval 
in the course of vrhich subject was arrested on 8 Dec, Ho was released on 
the following day but v/as re-arrostod on I6 Doc and ms informed that he 
v/os sentenced to 5 years "Confino“. ile \/as, ho\rever, released again the 
same evening and he later learned that tliis ■vm.s due to the intervention 
of the Subject ha^ during this time, kept the ‘‘CIEGAGO TlilBUIiE' 

informed of 'VThat v/as iiappening and, since its corresiX)rjdcnt'3 cables based 
on subject’s information incurrod the displeasure of tlio Italian Govt, . 
subject VAxs dismissed froj.i his Job vdth tlie paper. 

With subject’s release from prison, liowever, his misfortunes v/ere not 
at on ond and he v/as sentenced to 2 years "Ammonizione Politico" and ex- 
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pellcd from tho PcLScist Party. (inote; it is thought likely that subject 's 
account of this episode is euphemistic insofar as regards the part played 
by himself in it). Subject hoard nothing from DOCXDiEQ'CC but remained on 
terms of friendship r/ith POpesCHI-MOi'ITI (*vdio later on bocomc BOCCHINI*s 
mistress as wolX as his informer). On 27 iiar 1927f subject was sunnoned 
■ty BOCCSilHX and told that he v/as pardoned and that an indemnity of 5OO 
lire a week v/ould be paid to him. In Jun of tho sojoj year, 300CHINI 
suggested to subject that in view of past events it would bo bettor if 
he wont abroad for a while since he had many oncinios in tlie Party. 

Subject accordingly went to VIEUNA,

17* li/hile in HOME, subject had got to ]ciow Joslp SZACI^ Hungarian iVess 
Attache in KOMIS, iidio was iii touch with all the various subversive foreign 
elejnents in ROME. SEA.CK gave subject an introduction to Baron VQl’f 
WSISNEK (since dead in a German concentration camp) v/ho was head of tho 
l^SB Office in VI3IWA and was in contact vrith tho Archdulas OTTO; VON 
TOIISMAK \7as also Intriguing for a united state to consist of AUSTRIA, 
HUNGAHI and Gi^ATIA under the HAFoBUHGb, and vras in contact in this 
connection with H5RCIC (representing Ante PAVELIC), and also indirectly 
with ^jARKDTXC and Col PERCE VIC. &ib jeet was there fare well placed on 
arrival in VIENliA to report to BOCCtHlJI, os he had been asked, on current 
political intrigues in VIEt^iA, Sxibjcct also got to know something of 
the activities of the Heimwohr and ?*tOrlREAI£ * s oonnoction with it. 

Subject sent periodical reports on these matters to BOCCKIirC through 
MDIHINI and Major GOZZI (MVIiN - later a friend of ICAPPISR). During this 
period in VISl'INA, subject met Marin TUPT who later became his mistress 
and who now passes as his irifo. 

Work for Fascist P arty ^ . 

18. By Feb 1927, subject’s reports had become so vTide in their scope that 
he ms put into touch \7ith the Italian Foreign Office by BOCCHDTI and he 
was recalled to ROMIC, y/hore he continued his work for B0CCHE^I. Subject 
also got into touch with Gen, POifPAKA, formerly of v.tio \7as now the 
head of the UPI (MVSIn Intolligoncc Organisation) to whom te was aslaed to 
report on the integrity of banking officials, deputies, eto., and on 
rumours likely to interest tho Govt, In 1931, subject vtos reinstated in 
the Fascist Phrty and, towards tho end of that year, FONTANA obtained 

for subject the post of political advisor to GIORDANI, Head of tho 
Govt (porastatale) Assurance Institute, for wliich subject vreis paid 3,000 
liro a month. In 1932 or 1933, subject met CIAl’fO >diD was then Head of 
the Govt Press Office and who asked subject to write 1:5) for him and for 
STARAGE and also Maj UICIANO of the Press and Propaganda Ministry, public 
reactions to speeches by members of. the Govt and for this subject was paid . 
1,500 lire a month. Subject was now doing v^oll for himself. 

19. lii 193if, subject met Col PIECHE, Head of SUi and they become on 
very friendly ter^is. PIECHE took subject on officially as a member of 
the CS, his duties being to report to PTECHE on the German situation in 
the AJjTO ADIGE and Austrian Nazis in ROME. (PIECHE’s 2nd i/c, EMANUELE, 
did not hov/cver like subject and, in 193^, vrhon PIEGHE vras promoted General 
and went to SPAIN, leaving EMAIsUSLE to take his place, E?iCANUELE ceased to 
en5)loy subject). It was during 193^ that subject assorts ho offered his 
services to the British 1.3, tlirough the Ambassador’s wife (sic), receiving, 
however, no reply. 

Arrest and banishment 

20 . Subject T/rote up a report on DUONACCORSI, Italian Consul in the 
BAI£ARIC Islands incorporating information v/hloh subject reooived from 
Judge FRANCO who had it from a priest to the effect that BUONxiCCORSI had 
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had a nuniber of Spanish Govt supporters murdered and had sent a quantity 
of looted jeivellery to rTALT hy aeroplane. Since BUOHACCOr«SI, unknoTm 
to subject, happened to be CIAirO*a friend, CIAilO had subject arrested. 
Subject *s position was also oon^jromiaed at the same time because he 
had mentioned to PAIlIi'i/VCX3I (whom lie had recently been cultivating so 
as to '‘safeguard*’ his ixjsition with the Fascist Party) that rumours \rere . 
ourrent that ClANO -^s holding extravagant parties at his villa. 

FAiUHACCI reported this to GIANO, The result of this was that subject 
was condemned to 5 years* “confino" on 22 Jun 37* Subject spent his 
first year of confinement in the TUErJITI Islands, followed by three 
years at PAXEHKS) and ono year at UAPI£S, 

21 • Boring his last year of "csonf ino" at liAPIES, subject renewed his 

friendship with PIECHiS who hi;.d by lunY been transferred there, os OC, 

CC.Iffl, and he ftimishod PECHE v/ith information of a local nature, through 
i^jor COCCO vdio was head of the CC.IiU. GE detachment. Observing the 
upward trend of prices of jo'STOlleiy oiid precious stones, decided to 
attenpt a financial coup since he was badly in need of funds by this time* 
He therefore arranged with a iiAPiES jeweller Iciawn to him^ a Signora 
D'ANGELO, to borrow from her IfOO, 000 lire with vrtiich to buy ^ewellexy, 
undex*talcing to ropey her in a year's time*' Subject obtained permission 
to visit MILAN for a week and during this visit he purchased jewellery 
for about 200,000 lire and spent abcait another 100,000 lire having a 
good time. Back in NAPLES, he bought more jewellery. Subject clLso 
during 19A1 sold some material to tlie GAF on which ho made a profit of 

25.000 lire, 

22, When his “Confino" ran out in 1942, subject found that instead of 
being released he v/as sent on the reooranondation of OOCOO to live in 
restricted residence at POTEl'fZA, This badly upset his plans but he 
managed to get permission to visit KAFIES at end Jul 42, Tdien ho pawned 
the jewellery for some 77>000 lire (Banco di Pogno di Napoli, Pratelli 
BOVE) and he handed the pawn ticlxts to Signora D'ANGEII) whom he persuaded 
to renew the loan for another year. Subject also bought 7 pictures for 
35>000 (thirty -five thousand) lire from GAI^GIULO, a picture shop in NAPIES. 
(Note; Subject's ex^jlanation of th-is deal is considered so for unsat isf act- 
oiy). 

Co nnections with Germa n Co nsul ate 

23, In Dec 42, subject mAnagad to obtain pcrinission to rotxim to NAPIES 
to remain there and he v/as taken on as a SIM CS infonnant by 00000 at 

1.000 lire a month. Subject iianediately set about trying to regularise 
the position of his mistress, Maria TUPI, vdio was living at NAPLES but, 
being of Austrian nationality, was having difficulty v/ith the German 
authorities. Subject called at the German Consulate where ho met the 
Consul MEI and the Chanoellor OETMAl'OI. To keep the natter of Ids 
wife's position open, subject started bogus negotiations with a lavyer 
to divoroc ids first wife and promised to r.iarry TUPY, As the result of 
repeated calls at tho Consulate in this connection, subject got to know 
the Consul, the Chanoellor and other members of the staff vfoll. Ho 
undertook to change on the blax>k r.iarkot the Swiss francs \7hich certain 
Consulate officials obtained through their bank in NAPLES* Later, he 
started doing ^the some for the Consul, Subject gave half the black marlcet 
he exchanged to tho Consul and en 5 >loycos of the Consulate and kept tlio 
rest for himself vdihout any c^ucstions being asked. He states he informed 
OOCOO of this and ho was instructed to use his connection with tho Consul- 
ate as a source of inf onx.tion on tho Gormans for SLA and that his black 
market activities would be overlooked, 

24, E/errtually," etirly in 1943» lEI left ond subject sold him a diamond 
pin and a 5 ci sapphire for 400,000 lire. Just before he left, lEI got 
subject to choiigo a block of 18,000 Swiss francs for him on v/hich subject 
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was cflblo to raoJce a profit for hiiaself of about 15 lire per franc. In 
Apr 43, therefore, sxjibject was able to pay off his debt to Signora 
and from now on his finances wure so assured that he renounced his salary 
froni SD£. (Subjeot states tiiat he still ov/es D*4NGELD the interest on 
the money for two years but on the other hand he left \ 7 ith her a gold 
cigarette case weighing 180 gromraes). I4EI*s place was token by WURSTSR 
with whom subject became on equally friendly terms and he continued his 
exchange transactions for the Consulate which brought him in an average 
monthly profit of some 80,000 lire. Subject was not much disturbed, there- 
fore, when CKEERECI, a friend of BAUIO, and who succeeded BOCJCIffla as Hoad 
of the Polico, took away the indemnity allowed to subject after his first 
arrest in 1926, Sxfojcct also made a profit of 25,000 lire at this tliac 
by selling material to the GAP. 

. About lloy or Jun 43, subject met Lt WOEHLER of Abwohr I/ii who was 
passing through and was introduced tp subject by WURSTEii, W)BHI£R, 
subject and 0R3MAi£N had dinner together at the Alb urge YHTORIA and 
WOEHIiSR told subject that the GI3 v/as badly in need of information, 
especially from N. AFRICA, He strongl;^ criticised Admiral CANARIS and 
the unsatisfactory way in which the Meditcxxancan espionage network was 
being run. He said that in N, AFRICA the Abwuhr had only one agent 
between CASABLANCA and TUNISIA and he vaxs in constant dangox'. Ways and 
means of introducing further agents vrere discussed as a matter of 
oorxversational interest. 

^ In Jul 43 after the fall of Fascism, subject was told by COOOO to 

intensify his efforts to obtain information from the German Consulate. 

About this time, subdjsct was told by an agent of SHi CS that svib^ject 
had been denounced by a vramaix to Col KBIDSCSiUGH of Abwehr III as having 
too imioh influence in the German Consulate; subject thinks, but claims 
that he is not sure, that the denunciation came from a woman called 
HASSL1KG3IR 'vdxo, in order to obtain Italian nationality, married an 
Italian called TANGAHI and v/as on informer of the IIAFLBS Foldgendormorio, 

On 6 Aug 43, subject was freed frc«n nil restrictions. On 6 Sop, 
srbject's mistress went to R<HE to change some money and got caught there 
Vy the armistice. On 8 Sop, WURSTER left to go to ROUE. (Before he 
deported, he made over to subject as security for a debt of 100,000 lire, 
a house belonging to him at Al^GUILLAxU SABAZXA) . On 9 Sep, the CE 
Section of the CC.1U4 together with OOCCO went into hiding but were soon 
arrested by the Germans* Major OATTAilEO of the CC.RH came to subject 
and asked him to xisc his influence with the Germans to help the arrested 
Carabinieri, Subject, though much perturbed lest the GE files with all 
his reports on the German Consulate had fallen into German hands, called 
on the German Tor/n Major, Major SGHOLTZ, and asked to soo COCCO; ho was 
put into touch y;ith the Ic officer Lt BACHHOVEN (spelling ?) who allowed 
subject to talk to COOCO who v/as under arrest with the other members of 
the SIM CS detachment. COCCO told subject that all the files had been 
burned. Subject then interceded for the detachment and it v/os agreed 
to release them, OOGOO being told to report to the CC.RR HQ in ROME, 

Contact with HARbTEi'^ and KAFPIEti 

On 22 Sep, subject left NA?I£S and wont to RCME \';hcrc he found that 
WURSTER was acting for the Ajrfoassador, FAHIi, who had gone north v/hen the 
armistice was announced. Subject stayed at the Albergo I£AEST0S0 and soon 
after his arrival Wi^STEi^ asked subject to dinner at the AMBASCIATORI. 

After dinner subject ms introduced to Obersturmbonnfuohrer KARPI£il of 
the ROME Mjassy and to Brigadefuehrer HARSTEi^ who had just come from 
HOLLAND to take up the position of B. d, S,, noAvly created os the result 
of the arrdsticc. Both were very friendly to subject \iho claims that 
this must have been on account of the good opinion WURSTEti had of him. 

At about 2000 hoprs PAVOLIHI and BUFPiiRINI-GUIDI arrived to discuss tiie 
formation of tho' now Fascist Govt . 
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29 . liiring Oct cold Nov, subject saw KAiPLEa^ about six tijnes; on two of 
these occasions KAEPI£i^ asked subject to dinner at the Albergo MAifiSTObO 
and at other times subject sav7 him at the Embassy v/hcre subject also made 
the acquaintance of StuiTTboniifuehrer HA8b, Hauptstuiinfuehrer PiilEBKE 

and Hr. MAHii. Subject also not GRObSI Attilio at the Embassy* On one 
of these occasions, desiring to get on the right side of the Fascist Party, 
subject asked KAP!PI^ to intercede for him with BUFFAitHfl-GUIDI in order 
^ that the blots on subject’s Fascist Birty copy book might be erased. 

Subject saw BNFPAHIia-GUIDI later -rdio sent him to TaMBUERINI, Head of 
the Police, who offered to teJee subject on as an official member of the 
OVRA (nenrf called Ispettorati Specicli) but subject refused. Subject also 
called on his own account on Guido LEPO, vdiom he already/ knew, and 
suggested tactfully that it might be a good thing if an eyo were kept on 
German activities and intentions but I£TO seemed alamed at the suggestion 
. and put him off. 

Contacts with Roman Churoh 

30 . IXariJ^ this period, stib ject met GAiffiAiinSLLA \fho was Clerical 

Representative at the Assurance Institute and vdiom subject had known 
previously. This gave subject the idea of suggesting to KAFPI£R that 
the Germans >vould need a clerical contact since, whatever happeiy.jd, they 
would have need of the Catholic Church* agreed and, accordingly, 

subject introduced GAMBAilDELLA to KAPPLO^l. The theiac of Gorman need of 
Catholic support, however the xrax ^Tont, was henceforth sedulously developed 
by subject, who jaado it the main plonk in his political platform both in 
ROME and, later, in 'iCtLAN. In the meantime, stibject's mistress gre\7 
onxious lest KAPPIEil find out that she was Austrian and not married to 

iivb ject and she agitated to leave ROME. Subject did not oppose her 
and ho wont to MILAli for a short visit early in Dec. 

31 • On his retiim, subject, having made up his mind to settle in MILAN,

Connection v/ith KLAPS 

32 . While in ROME, subject met ^If Guenther VffllSEl? (son of the actress 

;dao was GQEBBELS' mistress) who said that he was in contact with Pother 
O’PLAHEETy in the VATIG/iN but subject did not meet O’PLAHERTY. Also 
before leaving finally for MILAN, subject again met WOEHLER who introduced 
him to Kbrv, KLAPi» (alias KLEIN), Subject met HAPS several times 

and he introduced Giovaiuii ROTA to KLAPS and W0EHI£R. ROTA was a salvage 
contractor and manager to Baron LEVINSKI, Gorman LO at the Republican 
Ministry of JAarine. Subject had met ROTA in the bar of the Grand Hotel 
in ROME when subject first arrived from HAPIES, ICLAPS asked ROTA to 
find him some VA operators v.ho xforc to bo left behind in RC64E and ROTA 
suggested a certain Ingegnerc GAPAIBI (connected vri.th salvage) who had 
been repatriated Cron Italian East AFRICA on health grounds after serving 
under the British there. Subject w's.s later told in MCLAN by KLAPS that 

he had left CiiP/iLBI in UCTME with a V/A 500, 000 (five hundred thous-

No. BSJ 768 SV) aakod sxibject if he Icnenr anyone y^o could take a letter 
to his servants at his pjroperty at GA3TEL MSIJZ7AND which was then near 
the battle zone. Subject arranged with a Gapt KAUTSCB, a GiiP Paymaster 
first met in KAPI£S who made frequent visits to the VDIiPUIQ^O fronts to . 
talce the letter which D*AmUARA gave settled to subject (about Oct 43)* 

Subject states that he som D'Ai^UARA about five tijnes in HOME. Subject

33* In Dec 43> subject finally left H£B!E for MILAN. On the way he called 
at U SIBZIA ^er© he saw \70SHLSU and iCUPS. He took with him "all his 
Jewels and rings and the things he had bought for the trip" ^diich he 
reckoned to be worth about 4OO, 000 lire and now values at about six million 
lire. 

Arrival in MILAl? and contact with BICCHIERAl 



36. In Dec 43> soon after his arrival in MILAI4 subject went to coll on 

Don BIOCHIERAI with the letter of introduction from GAMBARDELLA. The 
first contacts VTith BIOCHIERAI were conducted cautiously by both sides; 
BIOCHIBUAI was not sure of subject and subject jiinted in vague terms of 
hlr? intention to gain the confidence of the Germans and the Fascists in 
the interests of the Church and he offered to act as a kind of go-betwebn 
or liaison between the Germans and the Church* A nudber of further 
meetings occurred at which the matter jras further discus sod and each side 
came a little more into the open.

35 • In Dec 43# subject finally left RCWE for MILAN. On the way ho called 

at LA SI^IA where he saw VIiOBHIjEU and KLAF5. He took v/ith him "all his 
jewels and rings and the things he had bought for the trip" which he 
reckoned to be worth about 4OO, 000 lire and now values at about six million 
lire. 

Arrival in MTTAN and contact with BICCHIERa I 

36. In Dec 43# soon after his arrival in MILAI4 s\ib ject went to call on 
Don BICCHIERAI with the letter of introduction from GAlfflAlDELLA.

RAGFP, RAHH, FRU^B'IG and Gen WOLFF at tho Gcrnian Enibassy at FASANO, 
tho idea being that BIOGHIbiRAI should put f onvard a proposal that the 
N. Italian Govt, should be reorganised on non-political linos and, 
wiiilst the various political parties should be recognised as far as 
possible, the Fascist Party should be placed on an equal footing with the 
other recognised partios, Subject vms present at the meeting as inter- 
preter to RAUPP (although It/UFi:' spoke Italian v,-ell enough not to need one) . 
This was the only tisic subject saw Gen tAio listezved to the proceed- 

ings but said nothing throughout. In developing his theme, \7hich v/as 
more in the nature of a lecture, ilAHS’I traced tho history of the war; ho 
sold that at one tine had to choose between FRAI^GB and HALT and 

that the friendship of FEA*iGE could have been v?on after the oonver sat ions 
between HTTLER and FHAIN at MOKTOIHE had It not been for a misplacod 
article by GAIDA in the "GIORNALS D*rCALU“. lie wont on to say that the 
Germans could not now allo\v any change of status in the Fascist Party in 
HALT since it would bo bad propaganda from the German point of view* 

By Jan 44^ sub jeet and KAUFP were on very friendly te^^s and RAUFP 
asked subject to act as his p^^liticol adviser on Italian affairs: he 

asked subject in particular to keep him informed about cuerrents of 
thought in Fascist iccpu'olican Government circles whore subject's principal 
contacts v/ore BUFPAiUhl-GUIDI raid TAliBUIUNI* Subject was making frequent 
journeys to MADBRNO at this time to sec BUFFAHINI-GUIDI in order to tiy 
and obtain the condensation for his "Confino**, At this time, too, 
subject began to interest himsolf in obtaining the release of certain 
priests who had been Inqjrisoned by the Germans. 

Towards the end of Jan,’ subject met HAi'jSTSli for the second time when 
both were invited to dinner by liAUPP. A change in the Fascist Government 
had been planned by the Germans and,' during the evening, HAiu5TSR put 
through a telephone call to Geu. WOI^, telling him that everything was 
in hand, that BUFFARIKI-GUIDI and TiuiBUJiLlNI had been detained at the 
German iidbassy, that PAVOLIHI vjos to be rgplooed by BALLISTI from DIQSSCIA, 
BARlUCU^was to be Minister of tho Interior and SAJWAMAHIA, Questore of 
MII 4 AN and a protege of HAUFF, \vas to be Qhief of Police. 48 hours la-ber, 
however, subject learned tliat tiio v.holo affair hod been vetoed by MUbSOlilNI 
who did not approve and who advanced as tho pretext for his veto that tho 
project had olrea^ been r.iado public in the Sv/iss Press. 

Trouble over ZOLTDMI 



About this time the trial of Count CIAIW took place, followed soon 
afterwards by the flight of Edda CIANO to SYfHZEPIAND with rumours that 
she had taken important doouraents v/ith hor. This brought subject into 
contact again with a Hungarian acquaintance called ZOLTDIff, 'whom subject 
had first met iri NAPLtJb as on informer of SIM, Subject introduced him 
to HAUFP since he appeared dovra and out eaid UAUFF employed him to try and 
obtain information from Edda CI/iKO's lover Count PUCCI who was then in 
prison, (See also under Section II) . Not long after this, subject >vas 
asked by a socialist member of the Pubblica Sicurozza of his acquaintance, 
EE GIACOMO Leonardo, to meet a Communist frieiid of his, Aw. LEKER. 

Subject agreed to do so at BICCrllEUAX * s house and when the meeting took 
place LENEU asked subject details about ZULTOIAI v/ho was posing as a 
Communist and subject told vbat he knew, stating that he considered him 
doubtful. About three v/eeks later subject was summoned by RAUFF and 
asked wliy ho had received in his hotel and Imd given him information 
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about ZOLYDIXY T/ho \?cls a Gorman agent. Subject got hijnsolf out of tho 
difficulty by saying that he had been asloed about ZOLYOMY by BICCIERAI 
but RAUPP was not very satisfied; nevertheless the patter was dropped. 
RAUPP, still later, told subject that he had had ZOLYOMY iji 5 )risonod for a 
month for playing a double game, adding that this would make him ploy

if3. In Peb there began a scries of dinners, arranged by subject 

for the most part at the Albergo GATULLO at SIliHOI'IE, at which were present 
HARSTEH, RAb*PF, BUFPAIDTI-GUIDI a: id subject (\ 7 ho states that he usually 
paid the bill of about 5 > ^0 lire a time) . Tlioso dinners took place 
about once a month and continued until Oct 44* The party usually discussed 
current police matters and ixjlitics. 

44* From the beginirlng of 1944* subject planned to visit SVrTIZElUiAI^ v/ith 

the intention, he claims, of maldng contact v/ith representatives of the 
Allies, RAUp^ was not intorosted in SWITZERUdO because the German 
espionage service theix;, according to hij% \ 7 as run from RERUN. .

RAUPP *s consent. To tho Swiss authorities, subject represented that he 
could render great help t^i tho dev:c through tho .Red Gross in ITAU by 
being allo^ved access to S’iVITZElidiAin), Subject did not, howe^ actioally 
go to SWITZERLAND for the first tif*c until Dec 44*

45* Prom Peb 44> subject, having told KLAPS of his plans to go to 

SWITZERLAND, hinted that U«S. dollars wo\ild be useful in this regard and 
that he ooxild render useful service for KLAPS in SffITZEiUiAND. As from 
about Jan or Peb 44, KLAPS gave subject on average of 300 a month vfhich 
subject then sold at a large profit on the black market without telling 
anyone. Inter SESSIEI^ continued paying subject in dollars up till Feb 43* 
(Subject claims that ho "bought" the dollars from SESSLER at the official 
rate of exchange, being understood by SESbLclIl that these dollars \?ould

Peace feelers through the Church 

24 . 9 # In Jon 2f5# subject hoard from NAUPP of a secret meeting between 

the Germoii Ambassador and Cardinal SCHUSTHd to discuss the possibilities of. 
making a separate peace \.dth the V/c stern Allies. This interview had 
apparently been kept secret from the SD and IZAKT had gone incognito to 
MILAli where he had had a meeting Vidth Don COiZaPLIiA, Clerical W with the 
Fascist Govt, and the Gorraan Consulate in l.TTIiAN, and had asked him to 
arrange a secret meeting with the Cardinal. The meeting duly took place, 
HAHN entering and leaving the Cardinal’s house by the back door, after 
viilch HAHN had asked both the Cardinal and Don COHBELLA to give their word 
of honour not to mention the meeting to anyone. KAUPP did not say how 
ho had got to know about it; ho told subject that this was the second such 
meeting, the first haviiTg taken place between the Pope and WEIZJ^AEGKER 
some time before. 

50 , Also about the same time, siifajcct heard from various priests of his 

acquaintance that the Pope liad sent secret instructions to the Cardinal s 
in N. ITALY to the effect that Cor.immism would remain a social danger and 
that it must continue to be fo’jght by the Church, 

51 - In Peb A5> the International Red Cross liad arranged for the repatria- 

tion of some 1,500 persons who had been displaced from tho 3HEUIL area on 
the Pranoo-Italian border.

condemned to 20 years ijTprisonmcnt. ZOliYOliY 
told subject that vdiile the American officers 
were confined to the Albergo FIORA (?) awaiting 
their safe-conduct after Ajaerica’a declaration 
of war, ho mot then on several occasions by 
secret appointment in the Hotel while, unknown 
to them, he was wrking on behalf of SIM. Ho 
was thus oblc to obtain infozmation from them 
about a number of American agents. 

Not long after subject's arrival ii\ MILAN, 

ZOLY01£Y oppeaxed thoro and, since he v/os v/ithout 
moni^, he asked subjoct to Introduce him to tho 
Germans and subject accordingly introduced him 
to IIAUFP. ^lfhen EdOa QIANO fled to SWITZERLAIU), 
her Iwor, Count PUCCI, vms arrested and 
Z0L3C0i/tY v/as put in PUCCI *s cell for a night in 
order to find out iwiat he could.
